draw a store full of customers, for 
that is conceivable—if we offered 
gold pieces to all comers: but be­ 
cause we try to use publicity in a 
rational way. 


A merchant would not expect to 
lease or build a big store-building 
as cheaply as a small one; but it 
sometimes happens that he imag­ 
ines he can keep the big store full 
of buyers with the same expendi­ 
ture for publicity as he would 
make for the smaller store.
